Suspense  as  to  Fiscal  Changes  Hurtful  to  Country's 
Business— Redistribution  Cannot  Be  Effected 
in  Time— Premier  Reviex^s  the  Public

LONDON,  Ont..  Sept.  1.— Rt.  Hon.  Arthur  Mdghen, 

Premier  of  Canada,  will  recommend  early  dissolution  of  the 
L  .inadian  House  and  a  p^cneral  election  before  the  new  year, 
riiis  was  his  message  to  the  people  of  Canada,  delivered 
before  an  audience  pf  some  3,000  people  in  London  tonight. 

The  announcement,  which  had  been  awaited  with  anx- 
.icty  hv  all  sections  of  the  Dominion,  came  as  a  surprise  to 
.ill  hut  a  few  of  the  IVime  Minister's  hearers.  Rut  when 
the  I'reniier  announced  that  he  considered  the  proper 
thing  to  recommend  early  dissolution  and  a  general  elec- 
tion, applause  rang  ^bfough  the  theatre. 

Redistribution  coiild  not  be  carried  out  within  a  reason - 
abl(  (fme.  the  PrimeLMinister  stated.  The  census  returns 
Would  not  he  comp^-lc,  it  has  been  announced,  until  De- 
cember, and  that  wobld  mean  another  twenty  niuuths  or  so 
ofTndecision  with  f-egard  to  tariff  matters.  Canada  could 
not  get  settled  down  to  bottness  unless  tUt  tinff  problem 
Mfas  settled. 

The  real  chalhii}.:^e  to  the  Government.  he««aid,  came 
from  the  h'armers'  Party,  which  demanded  free  trade.  That 
their  policy  was  wrong  he  was  certain,  and  he  was  equally 
certain  that  it  would  be  provei\  wrong  by  developments. 

A  revision  of  the  tariff  in  Canada  was  overdue.   To  de< 
cidc  the  principle  of  the  tariff  was  the  big,  imperative  ques 
tion  before  the  f)eople  of  Canada  today. 

There  was  no  doubt  as  to  what  the  issue  would  be.  It 
was  a  straight  tariff  issue  laid  down  before  the  country. 
The  Government's  (Policy,  Mr.  Meighen  declared,  had 
brought  prosperity,  and  today  Canada  was  in  a  better  con 
dition  than  the  other  nations  of  the  world. 

His  appeal,  he  said,  was  to  the  whole  |»c<iple  and  not  to 
.;ny  class;  it  was  to  "get  together  and  engage  in  battle  to 
show  tjiat  Canada  was  once  more  resolved  upon  her  course, 
that  she  would  fiot  be  detained  or  turned  aside^  that  she 
was  steadfast,  strong  and  t»-ne."
